EN. DIAZ ADVISES HUERTA 
RETIRE FROM OFFICE. 


Authorizes Two Friends to Cable the 
Suggestion to Mexico City. 


Border Leader Carranza Declares that All He Wants 
Now to Drive Out the Provisional. Executive Is Gun- 
powder from the United States—W-ilson Is Consider- 
ing Proposition to Let Factions Import Arms. 


ARIB8, Nov. 10.—Gen. Porfirio Diaz 
has advised Gen. Victoriano Huerta 
to retire from the Presidency of 
Mexico. Two friends of Gen. Diaz, 
each acting separately and by avu- 
thorigation of the ex-President, sent 
telegrams to Gen. Huerta last week to 


In outlining his attitude Gen. Diaz 
said that in the present situation of 
the Mexican people relating to the 
United States it was not a question 
of whether Huerta was the best man 
for the Presidency, nor was it a ques- 
tion whether the revolutionists were 
right or wrong; it was a question of 
patriotism. He counseled Gen. Huerta 
to renounce any feelings of personal 
prestige or power and thus save Mex- 
ico from a calamity.

ment to refuse to recognize any of 


the acts of the new Mexican Con- 
gress. It also was shown that Prest- 
dent Wileon was considering the 
question of permitting exportation of 
arms to all factions in the southern 
republic. 

Secretary Bryan had a long con- 
ference with Senor Algara, charge 
@’affaires of the Mexican embassy. 
It is understood Mr. Bryan said the 
Tnited States considered the elec- 
tion of Congresemen as invalid as 
the voting for President and Vice- 
President. 

The secretary summoned the min- 
isters from five Central American 
countries and outlined to them in 
general what had been done by the 
United States in its diplomatic par- 
leys with the Huerta government. 
Later he also announced that he had 
been in communication with the 
diplomatic representatives of the 
European powers and had informed 
them in general terms of the steps 
taken by the United States thus far. 
It was reported that some of these 
diplomats transmitted long dis- 
patches to their home governments 
today, describing the situation as 
approaching closer to a complete 
break in relations between the United 
States and Mexico than at any time 
since the Mexican problem became 
troublesome. 

The State Department made public 
Huerta’s statement to the diplomatic 
corps at Mexico City at midnight last 
Saturday, the burden of which was 
that the Presidential election would 
be declared null and void, but that 
he newly-elected members of Con- 
gress would be soon installed: that 
the national Legislature would soon 
resume the legislative powers which 
Gen. Huerta had seen fit to assume 
during the interim between the ar- 
rest of the deputies for sedition and 
the induction of the new members of 
Congress.

FIXED PAY. 

The articles are dealt with sepa- 
rately and fix the pay for varieus- 
Classifications of labor. They pro- 
vide chiefly that the monthly pay of 
employees in the passenger branch of 
the service shall be: 

Conductors, $135; baggagemen, 
$82.50; flagmen and rear brakemen, 
$78; brakemen, $76.60: overtime per 
hour—conductors, 45 cents: assistant

cents a mile; brakemen, 2.67 cents 
a mile, any run less than 100 miles 
to be paid for as if it were 100 miles. 
In way freight, pick-up or drop, 
mine and roustabout service, same 
minimum, conductors are awarded 
$4.50 a day of 100 miles or less, ten 
hours or less; flagmen, $%3.10, and 
rakemen, $3, overtime to be paid for 
as time and one-half. 
OVERTIME RATES. 


This was one of the few instances 
in which the employees triumphed 
in their demand that overtime be paid 
for at one and one-half the regular 
rate. The award is distinctly against 
such practice in most instances. To 
this finding, the employees’ repre- 
sentatives filed a minority repeat of 
protest. To the entire finding the rall- 
roads’ representatives dissented. 

DISSENT. 


“We dissent from this award,” 
reads their report, “because stand- 
ardization is chimerical and wuneco- 
nomic; because such increased cost of 
living as has occurred is not sufficient 
to justify the increase granted; be- 
cause statistics prove that risk has 
decreased and hours of labor have 
decreased and the weight of evidence 
i¢ that labor has not increased.” 

Of vital importance to the em- 
ployees is the finding that present 
schedules of pay are not to be changed 
or disturbed in any way where they 
exceed the amount named. Nor are 
employees to be curtailed either in 
mileage or hours of labor to offset 
the increase granted. :

LONDON, Nov. 10.—Prime Minis-, 
ter Asquith discussed the Mexican 
question in his annual speech at the 
Lord Mayor's banquet tonight. 

“Our interests in Mexico,” said the 
Prime Minister, “call for vigilant care. 
Mexico is still in the throes of a civil 
war, but there never was and never 
has been any question of political in- 
tervention by Great Britain im the do- 
mestic concerns of Mexico, or in the 
Cefttral or South American States. 

“It is no part of our duty to prevent 


utmost we can do ig to give what pro- 
tection is possible on the coast to 
British subjects and property. There

America. There is not a vestige of 
foundation for such a rumor. 

“We have recognized t 
Huerta because, having neither the 
will nor the power to intervene, we 
were bound to deal with the de facto 
government and, because of informa- 
tion then in our possession, there ap- 
peared to be no element except that 
of Huerta and his supporters which 
offered any p of the restora- 
tion of stability and order.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—Late this after- 
noon a telegram was received at the 
British Foreign Office from Washing- 
ton, giving an outline of the policy 
expected to be followed by the United 
States in the event of the oontinu- 
ance of President Huerta’s present 
attitude.

Uncle Sam Points the Way to Some 
One to Become “Lumber King” in 
the Philippines.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—“Become 
a Philippines lumber king” is the bur- 
den of an invitation extended by the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War 
Department to bidders who, if suc- 
cessful, will have to show a -ertified 
check for at least $50,000 before they 
can go to the islands and assume tim- 
ber royalty.

FOUR BIG REASONS FOR 
ANNEXING TO THE CITY. 


Consolidation Commission to Go Before City Lawmak- 
ers Today and Argue that It Will Bring the Aqueduct 
Water Quickly to a Paying Basis, Eliminate Legal 
Trouble and Help Unite Governments. 


10 MAKE Los Angeles the me- 
tropolis of the Pacific Coast by 
annexation is one of the principal 
arguments used by the Annexation 
Commission in its annexation plat- 
form, framed yesterday for submis- 
sion to the City Council this morning. 
The platform is based upon the 
seven conditions which must be met 
by the districts or towns proposed to 
be annexed and complied with by the 
city of Los Angeles, which will be- 
come the Greater Los Angeles by tak- 
ing this new territory under its wing 
The Annexation Commission yes- 
terday completed its long work in lay- 
ing the foundation for annexation, 
and the report, which comprehends 
many angles of the problem, gives 
four specific reasons why annexation 
should be acceptable not only to the 
city, but to the territory proposed to 
nexed.

THE REASONS. 


These reasons as given are: 

(1.) Annexation, quicker than any 
other method, will get the aqueduct 
water into use, producing a revenue, 
and making possible the turning of 
the wheels of the city’s electric power 
plant. Without annexation, no out- 
side territory can secure a permanent 
title to the water. Lacking perma- 
nent title to the water, outside ter- 
ritory will not and cannot raise the 
money to install the necessary dis- 
tributing systems. With annexation, 
the water right becomes 
permanent, and on that basis it will 
be possible for the annexed sections

If 
Los Angeles steps cutside the field of 
selling water to its own inhabitants 
and proceeds to undertake a general 
water business, selling to outside cus- 
tomers, it is difficult to say to just 
what extent the courts would hold 
that the city, in relation to water sold 
outside its boun had hrought 
upon itself the obligations and regu- 
lations that apply t private water 
companies selling water for profit. 
Thus this question erises, would it be 

ble for land-owners along the 
Ine of the aqueduct, perhaps in An- 
telope Valley, or the Owens River 
Valley, to compel the city to sell them 
water? Good legal opinion answers 
this question in the negative, but 
some Supreme Court, and not our 
local attorneys, would ultimately de- 
cide that question. 

Here is another question: Would 
the city of Los Angeles, or would the 
State Railroad Commission have the 
right to fix the rates at which Los 
Angeles would sell water outside its 
boundaries? From these and similar 
legal uncertainties, annexation will 
gave the city. Such questions can 
never arise if the city sells water only 
to territory that first comes inside the 
city boundaries. 

(3.) Annexation will be a step in 
the direction of tity and county con- 
solidation. For a number of years 
Los Angeles has desired to relieve 
itself of the expensive dual govern- 
ment, city government and county 
government, which it now has, and

Finding of Coroner's Jury on Au- 

tomobile Collision in Which Four 

Perished and Six Were Injured. 

The Coroner’s jury did not place 
responsibility yesterday for the tragic 
automobile accident on Washington 
boulevard Thursday in which four 
persons were killed and six injured. 

With a broad explanation that 
death was caused by asphyxiation in 
an automobile accident caused 
pressure on the chest, the jury gave 
its finding in the death of Harry Cur- 
tis, whose case was selected as typi- 
cal of the victims. 

A slight controversy arose over the 
state of intoxication in which the 
members of the larger party were 
when the accident came. Without 
resorting to the Receiving Hospital 
records, where the condition of the 
injured were plainly registered, the 
witnesses affirmed and denied that 
the victims were under the influence 
of lNauor. 

Mrs. Frank Johnson, at whose 
home the party was held, insisted 
that noth stronger than beer had 
been served. Chris von der Ahe, 
keeper of the Rosedale Cemetery, 
who was the first spectator to arrive 
after the accident, testified that he 
believed several of the party were 
under the influence of intoxicants.

(Pathfinder:] Who wants to go to 
Siberia? There is no country in the 
world where there are better eppor- 
tunities for wide-awake and enter- 


prising people. Formerly is was re- 
garded as about the worst fate in the 
world to have to go to Siberia, for 
practically tha only inhabitants were 
the Russians who had been sent there 
as convic Now, however. many 
men of ability and wealth. including 
some Americans, are going there vol- 
untarily. Americans are especially 
welcome, as they are regarded as 
being extra practical. They are go- 
ing quite largely into the mining in- 
dustry especially. We usually think 
of Siberia as a forlorn country, where 
there is nothing to possibly interest 
any one, but L. 8. Whitney, an Amert- 
can mining expert, who is located in 
Irkutsk, says that he was surprised to 
find the society In that part of the 
world as intelligent and orderly as 
anywhere else. He remarks: “The 
great majority of the high-class resi- 
dents of the city are political exiles. 
It is a common sight to see rich, sci- 
entific or famous men driving in auto- 
mobiles who must claim Irkutsk for a 
residence the rest of their lives. Its 
cafes and places of amusement would 
easily compare with those of some of 
the great capitals of the world.” 

However, if you are going to Siberia 
don't go to Verkhoyansk unless you 
like it cold. Verkhoyansk, a good- 
sized city in Northeastern Siberia, 
boasts the distinction of being the 
coldest inhabited place on the globe. 
It is in north latitude 67 on the Arctic 
plain. Its annual average tempera- 
ture is 3 degrees above zero, and in 
winter the maximum is 85 below sero. 
The Russian government owns the 
town, and is interested in having a 
center where clever and industrious 
Yokuts, fur-trading Jews of Siberia, 
carry on their operations. The Sibe- 
rian dress makes it possibile to live in 
this Arctic city. It consists of two 
sults of fur, an outer and an inner,

IGH-LINE CANAL

WATER IN TWO WEERS I8 PROM- 
ISED THE RANCHERS. 


Nine Carloads of Cattle Shipped to 
Coast Points and the Butter 
Shipped Annually from Seven 
Creameries Aggregates More Than 
Five Million Pounds. 


IMPERIAL, Nov. 10.—Water to 
farmers in two weeks is the slogan of 
the officials of Water Company No. 5 
in Imperial Valley. The work is be- 
ing rapidjy pushed to that end in the 
completion of the East Side high-line 
canal, near Holtville. Two camps of 
concrete workers have just been es- 
tablished and engineers are at work 
installing deliveries and checks. Lat- 
erais are also being constructed, and 
most of the landholders along the 
canal will receive water as soon as the 
water is at hand. Many landholders 
will prove up on their claims as soon 
as the water is put on the land.

{Pharmaceutical Era:] An in- 
vestigation of commercial borax 
soaps and soap powders recently 
made in New York reveals an as- 
tonishing state of affairs. Out of 
seventeen samples, labeled -variously 
“borated skin soap,” “real borax 


soap,” “borax soap powder,” “re- 
fined borax soap,” etc., eight were 
found to contain no borax at all 
while in the others the contents 
ranged from traces to more than 1¢ 
per cent. 

In other words, the chances are 
almost even that a customer buying 
& s0ap OF soap powder supposed te 
contain borax will be swindled, as 
nearly half the preparations are mis- 
branded. Whatever our opinion as 
to the efficacy of borax in soaps may 
be, there is no question that those 
buyers who ask for borax should ge 
Three samples, masquerad- 
ing as ‘borated skin soap, “best 
borax soap,” and “cocoa borax soap,” 
were among those which were totally 
free from the “active principle.” As 
these three articles are doubtless in- 
tended for cosmetic purposes, the 
lack of borax, in oue sense, is perhaps 
not altogether to be deplored, since 
the “best” borax soap, according to 
many authorities, ig one that is borax- 
less. But this does sot affect the 
main question—if borax appears on 
the lable, borax should show in the 
analysis. 


of the pharmacist can be used to pro- 
tect his customers. A qualitative test 
for borax is a simple matter, and can 
be carried out in ten minutes. Such 
a test, sensitive to 0.05 per cent. of 
borax, is described in the Era this 
month. Every druggist should fa- 
miliarize himself with it, and use it. 
It may stand between him and a pros- 
ecution, and at the lowest estimate 
it ia an excellent prophylactic for his 
conscience. 


AN INSIDE ROUTE. 


An Interior Course Being Devel-. 
oped for Vessels From New Eng- 
land to the Florida Coast. 

{Philadelphia Ledger:] In the hur- 
ricane which swept the Carolina coast 
and destroyed millions in property a 
great six-masted schooner went to 
pleces, a four-masted schooner was 
wrecked and other vessels were 


grounded. On this route is much of 
the constant commerce and in that 
region is the graveyard of ships known 
by the general term, “off Hatteras.”’ 
It is one of the tragic areas of the 
sea. Hundreds of vessels and millions 
of dollars are sunk there. 

Next week the joint meeting of 
those who are working for the interior- 
waterway system along the Atlantic 
Coast will be held at a central point 
of the Chesapeake and Delaware Ca- 
nal, which is the main link of the 
chain. When finally completed tne 
interior channel will give passage for 
veesele all the way from Filoride to 
New England, and finally will have a 
canal to the Guif of Mexico. It is# 
astonishing how little work needs to 
be done, for nature has already pro- 
vided most of the route. This course 
will mean the saving of vessels and 
fortunes that now go down when the 
hurricanes sweep around Hatteras. It 
means a larger trade.

SEEKS DIVORCE SAYING BRUTE 
IN MAN IS STIRRED. 


Tales 
Is Slave of Drug, His Wife Testi- 
fies, and His Letters Are Intro- 
@uced as Evidence Against Him. 
Hopes to Be Proved Insane. 


" That Henry Wallace Phillips, au- 
thor of the Red Saunders stories, is 
a bromo seltzer fiend- and that the 
doses he took transformed him from 
a loving husband into a brute, was 
the testimony of his wife, Louise M. 
Phillips, in her suit for divorce yes- 
terday. The queer effect of the’ drug 
is told by Phillips in letters he wrote 


squirrels. 


his wife. He admits taking fifteen 
doses a day and writes: 

“I see where the over-use of the 
stuff paralyzes the will and, although 
it enhances the mental power for the 
time, it drags down the simple under- 
standing. It was the same breakdown 
that led to the K. P. business, and 
she was and is the devil incarnate.” 

The K. R. referred to ih the letter 
is alleged to be Kitty Rathbone with 
whom Phillips is said by his wife to 
have associated after she left him in 
1908. Judge Taft found that the evi- 
dence was sufficient to prove Phillips's 
infidelity but that the acts had been 
barred. by the statute of limitations. 

The mental and physical cruelty 
Mrs. Phillips suffered covered a period 
five years ago. She filed her suit last 
January. The lapse of time in bring- 
ing suit after she left him was ex- 
plained by the fact that Phillips ha@ 
been in a sanatorium for insanity. 
She waited until he was released and 
hurried up the action when she found 
he was coming here. 

“I will never live with him again.” 
she said. “Before he became a victim 
of bromo seljzer he was the most 
kind-hearted man in the world.” 
But he became impossible. He not 
only struck her, she said, but com- 
pelled her to make an obnoxious con- 
fession Which was without provoca- 
tion. 

Judge Taft continued the case to 
give Mrs. Phillips an opportunity to 
show that her husband had been in- 
Zane. . 

“Remember the time you asked me 
why I dig not stop it?” he wrote. 
“Well, you stop your latest wrinkle 
about your nerves and get out here. 
You are the most damnable faker and 
liar that ever skinned and trimmed a 
,man for nine years.” Phillips wrote 
his wife, “It is better to run away 
from your troubles than to let them 
catch you when you are out of 
breath.” 

The Phillips were married at 
Richmond, Staten Island, August 17, 
1898. They formerly resided at No. 
126 Emery street, Portiand, Me. The 
son, Wallace Chandler Phillips, aged 
14 years, is with his mother. 


THE OTHER SIDE. 
BROTHER-IN-LAW DEFENDS. 


The brother-in-law of T. N. Haa- 
son made a spectacular appearance 
before Judge Monroe yesterday, and 
by warm defense of Hasson put a dif- 
ferent construction upon the pitiful 
tale of Mrs. Hasson.

HE VETOES VOTELESS 
ELECTION ORDINANCE. 


EORGIE DUNLOP’S effort to 
(j slip one over on the unsuspecting 

proletariat came to dismal grief 
yesterday when the Mayor shooed 
the freak voteless-election ordinance 
out of the executive chamber with a 
veto tied to its tail. 

Mayor Rose has a great sheaf of 
reasons why he cannot sign the ordi- 
nance, but in his veto he enumerated 
only three. All of themsbetray a sus- 
picious understanding of what Dunlop 
tried to do when he got some mem- 
bers of the Council to vote for his 
measure. The campaigniess, voteless 
election provided for in the ordi- 
nance, says the Mayor, “is an unjust 
discrimination against candidates sup- 
ported by organizations or commit- 
tees which desire to spend money in 
order that their chosen candidates 
might carry out the plans represented 
by them.” 

“I consider that the State laws gov- 
erning elections are ample in their 
provisions to prevent the improper 
use of money in élection,” says the 
Mayor's mesmage further. 

“I think this law is an unwarranted 
interference with the personal rights 
of the ata to interest himself for 


or against any measures by spending 
his money for the purpose of carry- 
ing voters to or from the polls,” con- 
tinues the Mayor. 


The ordinance makes it unlawful to 
hire any one to canvass for voters, 
to distribute literature, to loan 
Vehicles for hauling voters to the 
polis, and, in fact, eliminates all cu- 
riosity in an election until the elec- 
tion is over. Six Councilmen voted 
for the law, and it will require six 
to pass it over the Mayor's veto. 


The ordinance was drafted by Dun- 
lop, of Newsless Municipal News no- 
toriety, as a checkmate against the 
power companies in any opposition 
they might swing against the proposed 
voting of power bonds. In the haste 
of Dunlop and others to pass the 
freak measure they did not realize 
that the proposed ordinance is a two- 
‘edged knife with blades directed both 
against the power companies and 
against the semi-public orgarizations 
which always take a stand on public 
measures. 

When the veto reached the Coun- 
cll yesterday no attempt was made to 
pass the ordinance over it. It was re- 
ferred to the Public Welfare Commit- 
tee, of which Councilman Wheeler is 
chairman. He is out of the city, and 
without him the Mayor cannot be 


over-ridden. It expected that 
Wheeler will be back the frat of next 
week.
